Sept. 28, 1869.

The land was very 
well prepared, and pretty well: matared, | C2 
and the Corn planted the 7th day of April, 
1869. I know, that from the time the Corn 
was waist high, until it was well glazed in’ 
the grain, there’ never was a “season” of 
rain upon it, and yet was green and fresh 
until. maturity, and did. not seem to- suffer 
from drought. The yield was extraordinary | 
and the Corn attracted the attention of al-, 
most every passer by, I am no farmer, and | 
had of course but a small plat of ground 
planted in this Corn, but if my judgment], 
is worth anything, I can say, that if I had 
planted this Corn altogether, I would have 
made, in this dry year, three or four times 
as much Corn as I did.
